There 
had been a brief warning of the pres- 
ence of a bombing al.-plane In the 
neighborhood, because a quarter of a 
minute before the sound of exploding 
bombs was heard from a point perhaps 
200 yards from the hospital.

Forestry experts in New York, a/ 


state which has given much conserv^W 
ing attention to its wealth in trees, 
urge farmers to help the country meet 
the high cost of Tuel by making more 
use of the dead and dying timber in 
their wood lots.

At the recent Soil Products Exposi­ 
tion at Peoria* 111., in a keen contest 
for the coveted first prize for wheat, 
Western Canada lias again carried off 
all the honors, Not only has she won 
the first, but also the second and third 
prizes* These were won by Mr. S. Lar- 
combe, of 1^1 rMe, Manitoba.

France was attacked by a German air­ 
plane, with the result that several 
Americans were killed and wounded, 
was described in detail In a long cable 
message received here by Henry P.

Five bombs wore 
thrown, the explosions instantly kill­ 
ing Lieut. William F. Fitzsimons of 
the Medical Officers’ Reserve corps, 
United States army, and three army 
privates, and wounded Lieut s. Clar­ 
ence A. McGuire, Thaddeus D. Smith 
and Rea W. Whidden, O. R. (\, U. S. 
A.; six privates, a woman nurse and 
22 patients from the British lines who 
were 
under 
treatment 
there 
for 
wounds. 
Attack Occurred at Night. 
“Tin* i.irpiane attack occurred at 11 
o’clock at night. 
Just at that time 
fortunately no convoy of wounded was 
being received or the list of casualties 
would have been far greater, as one 
of the bombs fell into the center of 
the large reception tent to which the 
wounded are first borne for exami­ 
nation. 
Ten seconds suffered for the 
dropping of the bomb from the first 
flying plane, and within less than a 
minute afterward the surgeons of the 
hospital were at the task of collecting 
and attending those who had been 
struck down. 
And for*24 hours they 
were at work in the operating room, 
one surgeon relieving another when 
the latter, from simple exhaustion, 
could work no longer.

day, just as if nothing had happened,

New York.—One of the most inter­ 
esting and important developments in 
the United States at the present time 
Is the manner in which commerce and 
industry are gradually adjusting and 
tensing themselves under the full load 
of the war strain; curtailing activities 
here, speeding up there, and reaching 
out at some points, under the pressure 
of new needs, to create entire new in­ 
dustries. In industry the resources of 
the United States are being searched 
as never before to meet the new de- 
mauds, a fid mineral wealth which has 
always been there against the time of 
need, but never before called upon, is 
being developed, while in commerce 
new processes, new economies and 
new elliciency, involving no new dis­ 
coveries, but latent possibilities In time 
of peace, are being permanently add­ 
ed to the wealth of the nation under 
the pressure of unprecedented de­ 
mand. 
The whole process is too vast and 
time, 
hich 
occasional glimpses can be gained. 
One of these is by the reports of the 
department of the interior 011 the min­ 
eral resources of the United States, 
which continually describe tiie devel­ 
opment of new mining activities in 
metals and chemicals, whose deposits 
have been known for years, but whose 
possibilities had not been fully recog­ 
nized. Another is in the pages of the 
various technical journals, }n which, 
every week,.there is at least one story 
of a new commercial or industrial idea 
which has been added to the national 
machinery. 
On tho Mississippi. 
In new trailic channels it is Iron Age 
which reports that for the iirst time 
—only a short while ago, moreover— 
the upper Mississippi has been opened 
to ore and coal trailic on a big scale. 
The Mississippi has been big enough, 
for years, to carry far more heavy, 
slow trailic than its upper reaches, ’as 
far as St. Paul, the head of naviga­ 
tion, than ever, apimrently, anyone 


thought of putting upon it. Ore trains 
and coal trains have moved along its 
banks for years, moving the freight at 
a cost per ton mile far beyond the 
demands of the river, but it took the 
war to make people realize the full 
value of tho stream. 
But now that war has come, and the 
railroads of the entire country are un­ 
der such a strain as they never before 
had to bear, people in St. Paul and all 
the river towns as far down as St. 
Louis have suddenly perceived that the 
old Mississippi must do her share. And 
quite* recently six new steel barges, 
carrying 3,000 tons of coal—the larg% 
est cargo ever hauled to the head of 
navigation on the river—arrived at 
St. Paul, the vanguard of a new fleet. 
The development of an entirely new 
mining industry 
within 
the United 
States, under pressure of the war, is 
told in a recent bulletin of the Geolog­ 
ical survey, 011 “Strontium in 1016.” 
For many years large deposits of 
strontium ore, in the form of Celestite 
crystals 
(strontium 
sulphate) 
and 
strontianite 
(strontium 
carbonate) 
have been known to exist, often be­ 
side beds of limestone which were be­ 
ing actively quarried, In Michigan and 
Ohio along the shores of Lake Erie, 
Schoharie county, New York, in West 
Virginia and Texas, and in California 
and Arizona. 
Strontium salts w’ero 
used in beet-sugar refining, but far 
more in ihtnhanufacture of fireworks, 
because of the brilliant crimson ilamq 
they gave. 
^ 
Market for Strontium. 
* 
Before the war, however, the mar­ 
ket for strontium was so limited, and 
being confined, moreover, to the At­ 
lantic seaboard, imports of strontium 
ore from Europe were cheaper than 
the freight rates from California and 
Arizona, the only deposits which had 
ever been worked commercially. 
The war, however, changed all this 
in two ways. In the first place, it 
created a new and tremendous demand 
for strontium, magnesium, and bari- 
uni, for vast quantities of signal rock­ 
ets, flares, etc., both at the front and 
on the sea. Moreover, here at homo 
the increase in freight trailic 011 o u ï 
railroads, due to war demands, neces­ 
sitated a considerable increase in the 
use of sigual flares here also. 
The new industry was getting on its 
feet in 101(3. 
In 1014 about 2,000 short 
tons of strontium ore had been con­ 
sumed by American fireworks manu*» 
facturera, the commonest form of tho 
refined product being strontium nitrate 
at around 10 cents a pound or less. 
Of this 2,000 pounds, the proportion 
of domestic ore was so small as not 
to be worth reporting. In 101Q the 
consumption of strontium ores hud 
risen nearly a 100 per cent ; the price 
had caused the huge strontium depos­ 
its in California and Arizona to bo 
opened and worked for the first time 
iji earnest, and upward of 250 tons of 
strontium 
ore 
had 
already 
becu 
shipped.

afloat 
Gun platforms for a whole flock 


ot rapid firers were cunningly built into 
her. 
Her speed enables her to run away. 


Through a system of water tight compart 
ments she is practically unsinkable. If 
struck squarely by two or three torpedoee 
she would remain afloat The suitability 
of the VaterUnd for transport purposes 
have heightened the suspicion that she 
was built especially to carry a little army 
for a surprise attack on a distant coast— 
the United States or Brazil in all proba- 
bility—if things had gone as the kaiser 
had planned, and our turn had come.

No 
motive aside from robbery and to escape 
the paying for the pair of mules, was 
found.

Gettysburg Soldiers To Move. 


Orden inoed on TnNdsj to command- 


era of Ntftioual army canloamenU d'» 
clote for the flnt time the war depart 
ment't complete plan* for the training aud 
orgaoixatton of the first half million of the 
new National army. Shortage of men in 
tbe three National Guard divuionn in the 
•onth—the Thirtieth, Thirty-tiret and 
Thirty ninth—coupled with a decision to 
form « new National army division of ne- 
gro troops baa made neceaaarjr a r*a<IJaat~ 
meut of tbe forree at fifteen of tbe aixteeu 
cantnnmenta. The geographical complex- 
ion of three National army divuiona will 
be changed entirely M a result 
TI.e selected mrn that are now being 


gathered into the sixteen National Army 
cantonments will be used to form the flnt 
forcee of 600,000 men authorized in the 
act of congress approved May 18, 1917, 
and to fill up the National Guard divi 
eiona to practically the maximum strength 
of tbe uew organization. This may mean 
that Adams County's contingent will be 
Bent sooth a change that would likely be 
very welcome to them. The balance of 
the 6S7 000 selected men will be used to 
supplement the voluntary enlistments for 
the special and technical troops tbat are 
such an important part of the oiganiza 
tion of a modern army. It is expected 
that the voluntary enlistment* for the 
regular army will be enough to keep that 
branch of the nation's forces filled op to 
strength without transferring men to it 
from this first selection for the National 
army. 


Another plan under consideration by 


the war department is the transfer of reg- 
ular army regiments from tbe expansion 
posts lite Syracuse, N. Y.; Gettysburg, 
Pa.; Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., and others to 
the National army cantonments for the 
winter months, as they will be better pro- 
tected at the big training camps tnan in 
their present quarters. 


A general report which is apparently 


based on good authority is that all six 
regiments stationed at Gettysburg are to 
be increased to the foreign standard. This 
provides that every company shall con- 
ain 250 men instead of 150 as at present. 
[t is known that supplies are being order- 
ed for some of the companies for these 
;xtra men, and if the same thing is done 
or the entire ramp it will mean 7200 more 
men than would have been the case with 
.he old standard 
This would run the to 


tal to about 20,000 if all stay at Gettys- 
>urg until they fullv recruited up to the 
foreign standard. No one at Gettysburg 
knows any more about the probable du 
ration of the camp than they did when 
the first troops arrived there in June 
The most generally accepted belief is that 
they will be kept rhere until the early 
part of December and then taken awav, tr> 
b»returned or replaced early in the spring 
At least a battalion, or possibly a rejti 
ment will be kept there all w inter to guard 
the property, it is thought. Many believe 
that the vent ire outfit may be kept there 
during the winter 


•Soldiers stationed at Gettysburg are on 


the move, and it is said that a large num- 
ber of them will leave the camp this week, 
many of the men have been switched to 
different companies, and it is probable 
that some of them will be sent South, 
while others exnect to be told to prepare 
to cross for France soon.

GOOD THINGS TOR THE TABLE. 


It "v?ill always bo one of tho prob­ 
lems of the housewife to use tho left 
ovor meats in such 
a way that they 
seem not to bo re­ 
hashed. 
Lcrrib Souffle.— 
Put *wo cupfuls of 
cold famb through 
tho meat chopper, 
add a little minced 
parsley and a cupful of white sauce 
made of cream, a dash of onion juico 
salt and pepper to tasto with two 
slices of cooked bacon, muieed, and 
one bontcn egg yolk. 
Cook this over 
hot water until well heated. Cool and 
fold in tho stiffiy beaten whites of two 
eggs; turn into a buttered dish or cus­ 
tard caps and stand them in hot water 
In the oven to cook for half an hour 
Servo at once with brown bread sand 
wiches which have been spread with 
butter and chopped green peppers. 
Combination Salad.—Chop in a chop 
ping bowl five fresh green peppers, tin 
sweet ones. There should be a cupful 
of the pulp. 
Remove tho pulp from 
a grapefruit, mix with tho pepper, add 
ing chopped blanched chestnuts which 
have been cooked until soft, thor? 
mashed. Make nests of curly lettuce 
heap in the grapefruit, sprinkle with 
the peppers and stir the chestnuts into 
the mayonnaise dressing and heap on 
the salad. Serve ice cold. 
• 
Emergency Dessert.—Beat* yolks of 
two eggs light, add a cupful of milk 
one half a cupful of maple sirup and 
mix well. 
Slice bread in thin slices, 
dip in mil’k and egg and fry in hot 
fat. Spread each piece with preserves 
of pear or peaches or a section of pine­ 
apple. 
Arrange on a dish and serve 
with the following sauce: Beat the 
whites of two eggs stiff, add a half 
cupful of s-ugar and the juice of two 
lemons. 
Heat two cupfuls of fruit 
juice and v/hen hot stir in the whites 
of the eggs, stir but do not cook. 
Eggs and Rice.—This is another 
wholesome dish easy to prepare. Take 
a half cupful of rice or less, brown in 
butter, add water and cook until ten­ 
der, then dtir in two or thrco eggs, a 
tcaspoonful of Worcestershire sauce 
and a half cupful of cheese. Serve on 
toast. 


ORDINARY DISHES. 


Anthrax a Malignant Disease. 
Anthrax is a disease propagated by 
a spore which lives in the soil, and it 
is almost always contracted first by 
domestic animals. It is most fatal to 
sheep, but it also causes a regular an­ 
nual 
mortality among cattle and 
horses. 
The anthrax spores may live in the 
soil for as much as twenty years, so 
that they are very difficult to eradi­ 
cate. 
About 
the 
only 
successful 
method of disinfecting a region where 
anthrax has gained a hold is to flood 
the land. The spores will float away 
and may be disposed of by this 
method, provided the drainage ulti 
mutely reaches a large riyer and Is 
carried to the pea; for they remain ac­ 
tive a long time, and if allowed to set 
tie and dry will become actively in­ 
fectious again.

Oatmeal 
Scones.—To 
one cupful of well-cooked 
oatmeal porridge add one 
cupful of milk, one ta­ 
blespoonful 
of 
melted 
butter, one teaspoonful 
of brown sugar and a 
little salt 
Mix these 
ingredients well. 
Sift two teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder, with one cup­ 
ful of flour and stir in the mixture, 
adding flour to mako the dough stiff 
enouglti to handle. 
Roll out half an 
inch thick, cut with a sharp biscuit 
cutter and bako a delicate brown on 
a hot buttered griddle. 
Honey Cakes,—Beat to a cream a 
half cupful of strained honey. Stir in 
two cupfuls of flour, sifted with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
half cupful of chopped filberts. Let 
this mixture stand over night to be­ 
come thoroughly cold, but do not 
freeze. Roll out very thin and cut in 
fancy shapes, sprinkle with nuts, 
Danish Jelly.—Cut a bunch of fresh 
rhubarb into Inch pieces and put into 
a baking dish, sprinkle with a cupful 
of granulated sugar aud a cupful of 
boiling water. 
Cook until the sirup 
is thick. 
Squeeze over the fruit tho 
Juice of half a lemon and removo from 
the fire. 
Then add enough bread­ 
crumbs to absorb the sirup and turn 
into a mold to harden. Turn out on 
a chop plate or platter and surround 
with whipped sweetened cream. 
A simple dessert and one well 
liked by everybody, is a pastry shell 
baked, then filled with any kind of 
fruit, covered with whipped cream and 
served at once before the crest is 
soaked if the fruit is Juicy. 
Nut Bread.—Mix together two cup­ 
fuls of graham flour, one cupful of 
white flour, one tablespoonful of brown 
sugar, one-half cupful of broken nut 
meats, one-half cupful of raisins and 
dates, mixed and finely cut. 
When 
well mixed, add two tablespoonfuls of 
molasses, one teaspoonful of soda, dis­ 
solved in a tablespoonful of hot water, 
and a cupful and a half of sour milk. 
Bake 45 minutes in a moderate oven.

Auto Strikes Train.

morning at the unprotected Lincoln Way, 
West crossing. Richardson's body was 
thrown from the machine onto the grace 
plot at the railroad station 
It is said he 


was heard moan by those arriving first, 
but he had passed away before a surgeon 
could pat to the sc=ne,"ten minutes later 
He is thot to have suffered a fractured 
skull. Krout was found lying near the 
soldier. He ^yas unconscious when readi- 
ed and remained in that condition for 
hours afterward. Blood was scattered 
all about the- pavement, Krout having 
bled profuevly from the right ear.

Upon those 
at home, he declares, rests much of 
tho responsibility for making efficient 
and courageous soldiers out of their 
boys. 


"You who wait at home with aching 


hearts, have not discharged your full 
duty by merely giving your sons and 
loved ones to the cause," declares this 
officer. 


"In his new experiences, in a strange 


land, away from relatives and friends, 
exposed to the immoral influences that 
too often invade the camp, weakened 
by homesickness, nervous from view- 
ing or contemplating the horrors of 
war, exhausted by the burden of work, 
your boy will need your help most, 
your love and gentle words of encour- 
agement. As you love him and desire 
him to be brave and true; you must 
write and encourage him, and do all 
you can to help us speedily mold him 
into a 'first-class fighting man.' 


"You now can splendidly serve your 


country by writing encouraging letters 
to your boy. A good letter from you 
will greatly influence your boy's life, 
and improve his work. 
You must 


write no gloomy forecasts, 
nothing 


that would cause dissatisfaction or 
worry or grief, lie will have all he 
can boar of this at the front. All let- 
ters should radiate love, cheer, cour- 
age and hope. 
Don't let the shadow 


of your own sorrow, however great, 
fall upon the letters you write to your 
boy.

Great Ararat Not Known by 


This Name to the Armenians. 


Great Ararat, which looms up about 


17,000 feet into the Armenian sky and 
looks "down on the lariQs of Russia, 
Turkey and Persia, although so truly 
the rallying point, as it were, for the 
Armenian people, is quite unknown to 
the native Armenian by this name. The 
people who actually dwell within sight 
of its great snow-capped dome, who 
look out toward it over the plain from 
Erivan, some thirty miles away to the 
north, or from the frontier mountain 
slopes away to the south, call it by a 
variety of names. 
If they are Ar- 


menians they call it "Massis;" if 
Turks, "Aghri Dagh," and if Persians, 
"Koh-i-Nuh," or the 
"Mountain of 


Noah." 


There are really, of course, twa 


mountains, or, rather, there is one vast 
mass out of which rise two peaks, 
"their bases confluent at a height of 
8,800 feet their summits about seven 
miles apart." 
Little Ararat, upon 


whose slopes it is that the territories 
of the three kingdoms actually meet, 
Is some 4,000 feet lower than its big 
brother; but, nevertheless, with Its 12,- 
840 feet, it is "none so little." 


Simple Tests of Value in 


Telling Whether Goods Is 
! 


"All Wool and Yard Wide." 


The laws of the country at present 


offer no protection to the purchaser of 
textile materials. If the price of "all 
wool, a yard wide" goods is paid and 
later it is found that the material is 
half cotton, there is nothing left for 
the purchaser to do but to enter it as 
"loss" in her profit and loss account. 
To be sure there are any number of 
stores where the dealers are truthful 
about the textile materials handled, 
but nevertheless a knowledge of a 
few simple tests may nor come amiss, 
writes Beryl Dixon of the Colorado 
Agricultural college. 


Sometimes sleazy, thin cotton mate- 


rial Is made to look quite firm and at- 
tractive by the use of sizing or dress- 
ing. By rubbing a corner between the 
thumb and finger, the sizing is removed 
and the ronl quality of the material Is 
apparent. 
In very thin materials the 


sizing may bo detected by holding the 
cloth to the light. 
The starch will 


show between the threads. 


An examination of the raveled warp 


and woof threads will often appear 
fuzzy. Linen fibers are long, and con- 
sequently broken ends of linen threads 
are more pointed than those of cotton. 
Cotton material feels 
linen. 


Some woolen materials are "made 


over" that is, old woolen rags and 
short, broken fibers, and the clippings 
from broadcloth are used in its manu- 
facture. Sometimes this can be detect- 
ed by unraveling the eud. The short 
fibers are loosened and fall out.

It Is believed that If the people of 


this country M-ould eat more fruits 
they would be more healthful and ef- 
ficient. The average family does not 
consume enough fresh, canned and pre- 
served fruits. 
Especially Is this true 


with those In poor circumstances who 
must buy most of their foods, says an 
exchange. 


Farmers 
should 
provide 
for 
an 


abundance of fruits In season; not 
only should plenty of fresh fruits be 
available, but there should be enough 
to can, preserve and dry for future 
use. 


The opportunity for producing fruits 


for home use Is too great to neglect. 
As n means of providing a wholesome 
nnd palatable food supply growing 
fruits 
is 
Important. 
Every 
farm 


should have sufficient acreage In •or- 
chard to supply the needs of tit* man- 
ager and his family. 


The palatability of dried foods de- 


pends largely upon the manner in 
which they are prepared for serving. 
In the process of drying fruits and 
vegetables most of the water Is re- 
moved. This water must be supplied 
in the process of preparation. 
The 


best way to accomplish this is by soak- 
Ing- the products several hours, such 
as over night, before they are cooked. 
The product should always be cooked 
in the water In which It has 
been 


soaked, otherwise much food material 
will be lost. 


In cooking dried fruits and vegeta- 


bles the slower and longer the process 
the better the results. The long, slow 
cooking not only makes a much more 
plump and attractive-looking product 
tut lends a better flavor. 


Directions for cooking dried fruits 


and vegetables 'are summarized 
by 


Miss Addle D. Root of the University 
of Missouri college of agriculture, as 
follows: 


1. Wash the product. 2. Soak sev- 


eral hours, to replace the water which 
has been dried out. 3. Cook slowly 
several hours. 4. For fruits use as lit- 
tle water as possible and only a little 
sugar. 5. If It is a fruit which has a 
flat taste, add a little lemon juice or 
a little cream of tartar. 6. Chopped 
nuts may be sprinkled In stewed fruit 
for variety and to Increase toe food

It i* Adams odlinty's big year for the 


apple businew. While the crop u not wo 
big a* last year, xhen a bumper crop was 
harvetttd. the crop b a complete failure 
in many of the big orchard regions of oth- 
er states hud apple growers in this county 
are realising ai undreamed of price—I3H 
per barrel, a dollar more than last year. 
To the retail trade these York Imperial 
apples are now quoted at $5 a barrel, while 
•lightly blemished apples of the same va 
riety bring 14. Fancy Winesaps, Grime's 
Goldens and Jonathans, of which varieties 
thousands of bushels are grown in Adams 
county* are quoted at $6, while the boxed 
Staymen are quoted as high as 13 25, bring* 
ibg S and 6 cents per apple. 


The crop of the entire county is estimat- 


ed at 116,000 barrels, with 3 bushels to the 
barrel. It is expected that $400,000 will 
thereby pour into the county by "its apple 
crop alone. The great orchards stretching 
from the northern border of the county 
above York Springs to the Maryland line 
on the south, aud covering the entire west- 
ern portion of the county are alive with 
men women and children pickers, and it 
will be weeks before the great task is com- 
pleted. The soil of Adams county if the 
best section of the country for the York 
Imperial. The work of getting all these 
apples out of the orchards onto the mar- 
ket is no little job and it will require 1000 
railroad cars to take them away. 


Ninety-six Philadelphia 
high school 


boys have been rushed to Adams County 
as reinforcements to help save the large 
apple crop here from destruction. The 
recommendation to permit the boys to 
leave school for this work was approved 
by the committee on high schools, at the 
meeting of the board of education in that, 
city. The boys will work in the apple 
orchards for two weeks. Adams county 
farmers say 60,000 baskets of apples will 
be lost in three weeks unless they get 
help to pick them 
The call for Philadel- 


phia school boys was not made until the 
source of help at State College, Harris- 
burg and Gettysburg were exhausted. A 
company of the boys are in camp at Flora 
Dale and two camps have been established 
near Biglerville. The boys are all 16 years 
of age or older. In addition to the youths 
there is*a leader and a cook for each camp. 
The boys were selected with care and have 
been excused from all class work. They 
are thoroly in earnest about their work 
and are proving good hands. 


AH Biglerville houses with vacant rooms 


have been filled by the great number of 
professional apple pickers and packers from 
the South. It is told that one woman has 
40 boarders and another 15. These men 
start early in the season by packing orang- 
es in Florida, then going to Georgia to 
help with the peach crop, and then North 
for the apple season. They have come 
here in other seasons but never in such 
large numbers. Many Arendtsville women 
and girls are employed by the Musselman 
Canning factory at Biglerville and others 
are assisting the fruit growers.

Adams 
and his wife and Mrs. Bortner were taken 
to the home of Charles Patterson, nearby, 
where their injuries were dressed by Dr. 
T. Milller, of Abbottstown, who was call- 
ed to the scene. The county controller 
and bin wife were hurried to their home in 
another car, where there wounds were at- 
tended. A second machine, procured at 
York conveyed the other three members 
of the party to their York homes. The 
car is almost » total wreck. Three of the 
mules were injured. When the car ran 
into the drove, the mules scattered in all 
directions, several being found with diffi-' 
culty. 


Only shortly after the collision with the 


Bartenscblager car, a second machine car- 
rying H party of Gettysburg soldiers, col- 
lided with the mules, probably a distance 
of 100 yards from the scene of the first 
mishap. The headlight being broken and 
fenders smashed.

Hanover poultry fanciers carried off 


many ribbons nnd epecial privet at the 


Europe'a Diminishing Production. 
"In addition to the maintenance ot 
a normal supply, we have the vory 
disastrous condition of continuously 
diminishing production. It is impossi- 
ble to take forty million men from 
productive labor and devote them to 
war without cutting into the vita s o. 
food production itself. That defic ency 
has been contributed to by stoppage 
of cereals and the diminution ot ani- 
ni8,!s, until on cereals alone this yea:'i 
production tails below last year's by 
525 million bushels. 
Therefore we 
have a load of over a billion and a 
quarter bushels of grain to preserve 
tnp normal food consumption cf our 
allies. 


"This is a load that is beyond our 
capacity, beyond the combined capa- 
city of the United States and Canada. 
There is no way of meeting that situ- 
ation except that after we have ex- 
ported the last grain that we can ex- 
port, they must reduce their consump- 
tion to a point where the two ends 
meet. 


"It Is physiologically possible to re- 
duce the food consumption by forty 
per cent, but on the other hand, sol- 
diers in the trenches, men in the 
shops, working over-time, and mil- 
lions of women put to physical labor, 
actually require more food stuff than 
in times of peace. The net result Is 
that all privation by the reduction of 
consumption operates upon the most 
helpless class in the community — 
that -is the old and the women and 
the children. 


Farmer* Should Right-About-Face. 
"The problem of animals is one that 
becomes a problem of practical char- 
ter to us this very day in the Unit- 
ed States. Europe with a shortage of 
fodder and a shortage of imports has 
first cut her fodder imports rather 
than her bread grains. The result has 
been the ruthless killing of animals 
and out of that has arisen an annual 
reduction in their animal 
products. 
This is burning the candle at both 
ends. 
"It means from the fat point of 
view that we must Increase our fat 
imports Into Europe. We may dimin- 
ish our meat imports for the moment; 
but when the war is over we will have 
a call upcrn us or upon our farmers 
for enormously increased animal pro- 
duction. 
"Europe has practically always pro- 


duced her animal products. Compared 
to the total consumption she has im- 
ported a comparatively minor amount 
of fat products. But with diminished 
animals she will have less demand for 
fodder and therefore more 
particu- 
larly for the production of bread 
grains. 
"The people will of necessity turn 


ihelr agriculture from the production 
of fodder to the production of bread, 
and we, In the meantime, must be 
prepared to take a like turn; in other 
words, we have exported In the main 
bread grain, whereas the demand upon 
us after the war will be for animal 
products. 
"Therefore, we mutt turn the face 
of our agriculture— we mutt turn tho 
fact of our farmer from the pr:c! •<-,.

George Wharton Pepper, chai man of 
the state committee, made a st rnng 
appeal for efficient effort In eve y dis- 
trict. 
Mr. Pepper said: 


"The efnciency of the work that v.v 


are going to do for the cause of Pub- 
lic Safety In this commonwealth is 
going to depend almost entirc'y upon 
the appraisement whK-h we as individ- 
uals make of the Porousness of the 
situation In which our country fihd; 
iiseif at the present time. 


"If a man b^lcrrs t.ia^ this wai 


will be over in ninety clay^, if he be- 
lieves that it is goaig to end Without 
.sciious inconvenience on our pa:t, or, 
if not that, that at ka»t at the first 
approach cf our advance guard the 
kaiser is going to state his readiness 
to coJno down; if that is the state ct 
mind ot a man, I am quite suie that 
to him the Committee of Public Safety 
is a quite unnecessary organizat'oii; 
he is not going to spend much time 
or much energy In its service. 
"On the other hand, if a/ man has, 
as I have, a living and burning con- 
viction that we are in for a long and 
bloody fight, and that upon the issue 
of that conflict depends the \e~y ex- 
istence of the idea of democracy in 
government among men — it that is 
the man's conviction, then he will 
look upon the work of this Committee 
of Pub/ic Safety as a God-given rp 
portunity to express the patriotism 
that is welling inside of him. 
"It 
seems 
superabundantly clear 
that the allies cannot win this war 
except at the price of the life-h'ccd ot 
our mothers and daughters. We must 
heep on because without cur aid the 
allias cannot win the war, and unless 
this war is won bv the allies the 
things that WP stand for cannot snr- 
vive or prevail. 


"There are many of us, I know, who 


wish to God that we could exchange 
chairmanships and secretaryships for 
the more active service on the line; 
but if we can't. If they won't have us 
on any terms, at least let us consti- 
tute ourselves an effective support to 
those that do go to the front, and bs 
the guardians and custodians of the- 
hcs^es that will be waiting for them 
when they coaie back. 


"I speak with a degree of intensity 


which only faintly indicates the way 
I feel about the matter. My convic- 
tions about it are so deep and so 
burning, and I seem to see the situ- 
ation* so clearly, that I tremble when 
I find so many of my fellow-citizens, 
even In this commonwealth, who do 
not seem to be aware of the predica- 
ment in which the world finds itself, 
and who 'are unwilling to make even 
slight sacrifice* to the end that Amer- 
ican ideate in the end may be su- 
preme. 


"If we, my friends, of the Commit- 
tee of Public Safety of the common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania and its affiliat- 
ed organizations through the state — if 
we do not bnsy ourselves with the 
effective organization, of this com- 
monwealth BO that we may adequately 
support the lads that go, and preserve 
the homes for those of them that will 
come back, then we do not deserve to 
bo called Americans and we are not 
fit to be the representative of the- 
Keystone «tftt«."

More than $40,000 of the capital stock 


of the new Biglerville Chair company has 
been subscribed with ease and plans for 
tbe orgaui/ation h"ve been very generally 
matured. The plans include the taking 
over of the lar«;e Lawjer planing mill. 
Mr. Lawyer will have general supervision 
of the new company's work after it starts 
operations. 
The smaller planinp mill 


along the railroad was acquired some time 
a?o and this will be converted into a dry 
kiln 
A new mill and power plant are also 


proposed and the entire factory can be 
supplied in this way with electric current. 
The new concern will require about 40 
hands. Principally the milling will be done 
at Biglerville, and the product will then 
bashipped to Gettysburg by motor truck 
and freight to be finished at the factories 
there. 


1?or months the Reaser and Gettysburg 


furniture factories have felt the need of 
chairs to go with their dining room suites. 
At the Gettysburg plants buffets, China 
closets and serving tables are supplied 
thru a factory at Shippensburg, and all 
that is needed to complete a handsome 
dining room set is the half dozen chairs.

From an investigation of the poison­ 
ing of park vegetation near gas w^orks, 
it appears that the green coloring m at­ 
ter in plants is affected and gradual­ 
ly disappears. 
With the soil charged 
"With gas, asphyxiation, through lack 
of oxygen in tho roots, checks assimila­ 
tion and the formation of new sub­ 
stance in the plant cells.

change to be noticed is a drying of 
the edges of leaves and other green 
parts, and the lessening of transpir­ 
ation thus caused gives an accumula­ 
tion of water that tends to rot and 
kill the stalk at the base.

Before the good greens are frost bit­ 
ten and spoiled one should can a few 
Jars with carrots, celery and an onion 
or two to us»o for tho children in the 
winter. 
Two or three carrots cut up 
with a stalk or tw’o of celery and onion 
with the bulk of the jar filled with 
spinach, or Sw^ss chard will take its 
ji)lace. This combination is highly rec­ 
ommended by dieticians, for little peo­

Great Ararat, w’hich looms up about 
17,000 feet into the Armenian sky and 
looks 'dow^n on the laiiUs of Russia, 
Turkey and Persia, although so truly 
the rallying point, as it w^ere, for the 
Armenian people, is quite \uiknown to 
the native Armenian by this name. The 
people W’h o actually dw’ell within sight 
of its great snow-capped dome, wiio 
look out tow^ard it over the plain from 
Erlvan, some thirty miles aw’ay to the 
north, or from the frontier mountain 
slopes aw’ay to tho south, call it by a 
variety of names.

There are really, of course, tw’O 
mountains, or, rather, there is one vast 
mass out of which rise tw'o peaks, 
“their bases confluent at a height of 
8,800 feet their summits about seven 
miles apart.** 
Little Ararat, upon 
whose slopes it is that the territories 
of the three kHigdoms actually meet, 
is some 4,000 feet low^er than its big 
brother; but, nevertheless, wuth its 12,- 
840 feet, it Is “none so little.”

Simple Tests of Value m 
Telling Whether Goods Is 
“All Wool and Yard Wide.” 


The law^s of the country at present 
oiTer no protection to tlie purchaser of 
textile materials. 
If the price of “all 
w’ool, a yard wide” goods is paid and 
later it is found that the material Is 
half cotton, there is nothing left for 
the purchaser to do but to enter it as 
“los.s” In her profit and loss account. 
To be suro there are any number of 
stores where the dealers arc truthful 
about the textile materials handled, 
but nevertheless a knowiedge of a 
few simple tests may n o r come amiss, 
whites Beryl Dixon of tho Colorado 
Agricultural college. 
Sometimes sleazy, thin cotton mate­ 
rial is made to look quite firm and at­ 
tractive by the use of sizing or dress­ 
ing. By rubbing a corner between the 
thumb and finger, the sizing is removed 
and the real quality of the material Is 
apparent. 
In vei‘5" thin materials tho 
sizing may be detected by holding the 
cloth to the light. 
The starch will 
show between the threads. 
An examination of tho raveled w^arp. 
and w'oof threads will often appear 
fuzzy. Linen fibers are long, and con­ 
sequently broken ends of linen threads 
are more pointed than those of cotton. 
Cotton material feels warmer than 
linen. 
Some w’oolen materials are “made 
over” that is, old w'oolen rags and 
short, broken fibers, and the clippings 
from broadcloth are used in its manu­ 
facture. Sometimes this can be detect- 
ed by unraveling the end. 
The short 
fibers are loosened and fall out.

Cooking Dried Foods. 


Fruits as Foods. 


It is believed that If the people of 
this country Avould eat more fruits 
they would be more healthful and ef­ 
ficient. 
The average family does not 
consume enough fresh, canned and pre­ 
served fruits. 
Especially Is this true 
with those jn poor circumstances who 
must buy most of their foods, says an 
exchange. 
Farmers 
should 
provide 
for 
an 
abundance of fruits in season; not 
only should plenty of fresh fruits be 
available, but there should bo enough 
to can, preserve and dry for future 
use, 
The opportunity for producing fruits 
for home use is too great to neglect. 
As a means of providing a wholesome 
and palatable food supply growing 
fruits 
Is 
Important. 
Every 
farm 
should have sufliclent acreage Jn 'Or­ 
chard to supply the needs of tiie man* 
ager and his fam ll/. 


The palatabilUy of dried foods de­ 
pends largely upon the 
manner in 
which they are prepared for serving. 
In the process of drying fruits and 
vegetables most of the water is re­ 
moved. 
This water must bo supplied 
in tho process of preparation. 
The 
best way to accomplish this is by soak­ 
ing tho products several hours, such 
as over night, before they are cooked. 
The product should always be cooked 
in the water In whicl» It has been 
soaked, otherwise much food material 
will be lost. 
I|n cooking dried fruits and vegeta­ 
bles the slower and longer the process 
the better the result.^. The long, slow 
cooking not only makes a much more 
plump and attractlve-looklng product 
but lends a better flavor. 
Directions for cooking dried fruits 
and vegetables are 
summarized 
by 
Miss Addle D. Root of the University 
of Missouri college of agriculture, as 
follows: 
1, Wash the product. 
2. Soak sev­ 
eral hours, to replace the water which 
has been dried out. 
3. Cook slowly 
several hours. 4. For fruits use as lit­ 
tle water as possible and only a little 
sugar. 5. If it is a fruit which has a 
flat taste, add a little lemon juice or 
a little cream of tartar. 
0. Chopped 
nuts may be sprinkled 1^ stewed fruit 
for variety and to Increase the food 
YftlU«. 


everything iiv 
' sure way to 
Making tho most of 
fhe poultry business is 
success. 
Odd or surplus cockeu 
should be 
made over into capons to help Increase, 
the meat supply. 
Capons grow to substantial weights, 
and their moat Is of a high quality. 
Cockerels from two to six months 
old are of the caponlzing age, but the 
younger they are tho better the work 
can be done. 
From one and a half to two and a; 
half pounds Is generally accepted asi 
the best weight of cockerels for capon- 
Izlng. 
Experience and iiractice soon make 
the work easy to those so inclined tO' 
learn the art. 
A knowledge of tho essential fea­ 
tures of the operation and a good set 
of tools soon put the operator in the. 
front ranks of the profession. 
Birds intended for caponlzing should 
not bo fed for 36 hours prior to thO' 
operation. 
Refraining from feeding the birds, 
before, ahvays helps the operator asi 
well as tho birds afterwards. 
The operation should be preferred; 
in tho daytime, and the brighter the. 
light the more easily are the organs; 
distinguished. 
AVhen the operator Is skillful the op­ 
eration is only the m atter of .second.^ 
in the making of a capon. 
A4?er the birds have been operated 
upon, place them in a house fromi 
which the roosts and other furnitur© 
have been removed, and cover the floor 
with straw, hay or leaves for a bed-: 
ding. 
Don’t crowd them too much until 
they have taken to their feed 
and' 
show some strength after the opera­ 
tion,

Meat holm: the main 
dish, other things h.-ning socundary 
importance, helps to solve the every- 
day problem of what to have for din- 
ner. 


It" the pursf is ample there is no 


reason w h y we should exclude meat 
from our tables; but once a day for 
dinner is often enough to serve. la 
many experiment* carried on by stu- 
dents it has been shown that a de- 
crease of meat to mie-^ixth of 
the 


usual amount has made an actual in- 
crease in their capacity for physical 
endurance. 


Our faith in the strengthening prop- 


erty of moat hn.s no doubt come down 
to us from our ancestors y\h'> from 
necessity lived largely on meat. 


We know by observation am' statis- 


tics that the amount of meat con- 
sumed in our country is gradually be- 
ins reduced and everybody concerned 
Is bolter In health for such restric- 
tions.

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$400,000 for Apple Crop* 
It IS Adnms colinty’s big year for tho 
apple businesa. While the crop is not »0 
big a« last year, when a bumper crop was 
harvest* d, tho cro]) is a complete failure 
la man}» of the big orchard regions of oth­ 
er states hnd apple growers in this county 
are realizing an undreamt'd of price—$3H 
per barrel, a dollar more than last year. 
To the retail trade these York Imperial 
apples are now quoted at $5 a barrel, while 
slightly blemished apples of the same va­ 
riety bring $4. 
Fancy Winesaps, Grime’s 
Goldens and Jonathans, of which varieties 
thousands of bushels are grown in Adams 
county, arc quoted at $G, while the boxed 
Staymen arequoted as high as S3 25, bring­ 
ing 5 and 6 cents per upple. 
The crop of the entire county is estimat­ 
ed at 11G»000 barrels, with 3 bushels to the 
barrel. It is expcbted that $400,000 will 
thereby pour into the county by its apple 
rop alone. The great orchards stretching 
rom the northern border of the county 
ibove York Springs to the Maryland line 
on the south, and covering the entire west­ 
ern portion of the county are alive with 
men women and children pickers, and it 
will be weeks before the great task is com­ 
pleted. The soil of Adams county ip the 
best section of the country for the York 
Imperial. The work of getting all these 
apples out of the orchards onto the mar­ 
ket is no little job and it will require 1000 
railroad cars to take them away. 
Ninety-six Philadelphia high school 
boys have been rushed to Adams County 
as reinforcements to help save the largo 
apple crop here from destruction. The 
recommendation to permit the boys to 
leave school for this work was approved 
by the committee on high schools, at the 
meeting of the board of education in that 
citj'. The boys will work in the apple 
orchards for two weeks. Adams county 
farmers say 60,000 baskets of apples will 
be lost in three weeks unless they get 
help to pick them 
The call for Philadel­ 
phia school boys was not made until the 
source of help at State College, Harris­ 
burg and Gettysburg were exhausted. A 
company of the boys are in camp at Flora 
Dale and two camps have been established 
near Biglerville. The boys are all 16 years 
of age or older. In addition to the youths 
there is<a leader and a cook for each camp. 
The boys were selected with care and have 
been excused from all class work. They 
are thoroly in earnest about their work 
and are proving good hands. 
All Biglerville houses with vacant rooms 
have been filled by the great number of 
professional apple pickers and packers from 
the South. 
It is told that one woman has 
40 boarders and another 15. These men 
start early in the season by packing orang­ 
es in Florida, then going to Georgia to 
help with the peach crop, and then North 
for the apple season. They have come 
here in other seasons but never in such

That deiic enc»y 
has been contributed to by btLppa^t* 
of cereals and tiie diminuaon of anl- 
ma.!s. until on cereals alone this ypa:'s 
production falls below last year’s by 
525 million bushels. 
Therefore Ave 
have a load of over a billion and a 
quarter bushels of grain to preserve^ 
t^f^ normal food consumntltn cf our 
allies. 
‘*Tbis is a load that Is beyond our 
capacity, beyond the combined ca:)a 
city of the United States and Canada. 
There is no way of meeting that situ­ 
ation except that after we have ex­ 
ported the last grain that we can ex­ 
port, they must reduco their consump­ 
tion to a point where tho two ends 
meet, 
“It Is phyciologically possible to re­ 
duce tho food consumption by forty 
per cent, but on the other hand, sol­ 
diers in the trenches, men in the 
shups, working over-time, and mil­ 
lions of wonun put to physical labor, 
actually require more food stuff than 
in times of peace. 
The net result U 
that aW nrivation by the reduction of 
consumption operates upon the most 
helpless 
class in the community— 
that is the old and the women and 
Che children. 


Farmers Should RIght-About-Facc. 


‘‘The problem of animals is one that 
becomes a problem of practical char­ 
ter to us this very day in the Unit­ 
ed States. Europe with a shortage of 
fodder and a shortage of imports has 
first cut her fodder imports rather 
than her bread grains. The result has 
been the ruthless killing of anim al; 
and out of that has arisen an annual 
reduction in their animal products. 
This Is burning the candle at botii 
ends, 
“It means from the fat 
point of 
view that we must Increase our fat 
imports into JCurope. 
We may dimin­ 
ish our meat Imports for the mom»-nt; 
but when the war is over we will have 
a call upc^n us or upon our farmers 
for enormoualy Ini^freased animal pro* 
duction. 
“Europe has practically always pro­ 
duced her animal products. Compared 
to the total consumption she has Im- 
portt^d a cemparatively minor amount 
of fat products. 
But with diminished 
animals she will have less dtmand for 
fodder and therefore more partlcu 
larly for the pruduction 
of brcjad 
grains, 
“The peopile vdW of necessity turn 
cheir ai?riculiure from tbe proiuct^on 
of fodder to tlie production of bread, 
and we. In the mt antime, mu5.t be 
prepared to take a like turn; in other 
words, we have exported In the main 
bread grain, wnereas the demand upon 
U8 after the war will be for animal 
^roHuc'ts. 
"‘Therefore, we must turn the face 
of our agriculture—wc must turn the 
fdcc of our farmer from the pr* 


^ “And it Is not only an immediUc- 
mtcrost. but It is an in erest that will 
Iasi, not only for tho per.od of the wir, 
but for many years to come, and the 
greatest help we can obtain from oar 
farming population today, is to i;ct o 
quick response in animal products. 
“1 have believed that if we c.u d go 
hrough the state of Pennsylvania
